This claim, for an unstated amount, against the Government of Cuba,
under Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended,
was opened by the Commission, on behalf of a stockholder of Tropical Gas
Company, Inc. based upon certain losses which may have been sustained as a-
—sult of actions by the ‘Government of Cuba since January 1, 1959.

Under Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949

988 (1965)], the Commission is ginen-jurisdictien over claims of nafﬁonals_
of the United Statesvagainst the Government of Cuba. Section 503(a) of fhe
Act provides that the Commission shall receive and determine in eecordance’
nith applicable anbstantive law, including international law, the amount and
ﬁalidity of claims By naﬁiqnals of the Uniteld States against the Governmene_

that this claim is not within the purview gf Title V of the Act. Accordingly,
#t-is

ORDERED that this claim be and it is heteby dismissed.
